5. Organization, equipment and strength: 
a. Organization: 

(1) battalion headquarters with a signal and an engineer 
platoon.vshioh . including some labor details, had. a 
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ration strength of 180 to 200 men (reliable figure 
as deserter was cook for the unit). 

(S) 1st through 3rd Rifle Co. 

CO 2d Co: Senior Lieutenant './asiak s about 43 years 
old. In 1939 a sergeant with the former Polish Army. 

(3) Hv ..la chine Gun Co. 

CO: A chief warrant officer of the former Imperial 
Austrian Army, more than 50 years old. 

b. Organization of a rifle company: 

Company headquarters: CO, two clerks, one sergeant major- 
one quartermaster sergeant, one ordnance sergeant. 

Three platoons of three rifle squads each. 

Each squad was equipped with German rifles, Soviet sub- 
machine guns and one air-cooled Polish light machine gun 
on bipod mount with 20-round magazines. 

c. The battalion was a training unit from ivhich Hi who 
had finished the basic training vuere transferred to the 
various border guard battalions. 

6. Armament and ammunition: 

German rifles, soviet submachine guns, Polish light 
machine guns and water-Aoolad soviet heavy machine guns. 
The battalion had shipped nine heavy rapid-fire machine 
guns to i/arsaw in April 1949. 

The battalion was not adequately equipped with rifles. 
Headquarters personnel had to give up their rifles if 
new recruits arrived. Ammunition was plentiful. 


7. Vehicles: 

V/ith the exception of the CO’s passenger car, the 
battalion had only horse-drawn vehicles. 

8. Clothing: 

Only old uniforms. All the soldiers wore top boots; 
no spare boots were available. 


9. Food supply: 

'..'OP rations were superior to those of the army. Twenty 
grams of bacon and extra bread were issued daily in 
excess of the standard ration quota. 
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10. Training : 

Recruits underwent three-months 1 basic training 
and then special border guard training, e.g. as 
dog handler or special arras training. 


11. Personnel: 

Members of the 1926 and 1927 classes. The 1926 
class was due for discharge in the fall of 
1949 when contingents of the 1928 class were to 
be inducted. Only Poles w©i*e allowed to serve 
with the border guard. Ro minorities such as 
Ukrainians, Ethnic Germans, Jewsy etc,. were 
accepted, border guard personnel earns from all 
parts of Poland. 
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12. General data on. the 7/ OP: 

WOP units were gradually activated in 1946 and 
gradually replaced border guard units of the 
Polish Army. At first subordinate to the Polish 
Ministry of defense, the WOP units came under 
the control of the Polish Security Police (UEP) 
on 1 January 1949. 



(1) polish border Guard (WOP) brigade, possibly 
with the numerical designation 7, is stationed 
in the Allenstein-Rastenburg (A 55/A 29) area 
and controls the demarcation lino from the Lay 
of Danzig as far as a point north of Suwalki 
(8 55/L 29). 

(2) Lieutenant Colonel Jakutowlcz was identified 

at the Warsaw WOP Headquarters in October 1949. 
The other officers are reported for the first 
time. 
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
